The fortieth presidential elec­ 
tion in the history of the L’nit- 
ed States today became one of 
the moat closely followed In­ 
ternational events that e v e r 
has taken place in t i m e of 
peace. 
In every capital, from Lon­ 
don and Paris down to Bangkok 
in far off Siam, there is almost 
undivided interest in the out­ 
come—an inevitable result of 
the commanding role that the 
United States has assumed in 
the postwar world. 
To the average American, of 
course, the election is the num-

He la prone to forget t h a t 
many previous elections have 
meant little or nothing to the 
rank and file of people in for­ 
eign lands although traditional­ 
ly-disputed measures such as 
tariffs and the like have been 
of enormous Importance to the 
industries of all countries. 
The Truman Doctrine, t h e 
Marshall Plan and the United 
Nations have evoked a brand 
new situation. 
Even the fourth-term election 
of Franklin D. R o o sev e lt in 


1944 meant less from the inter­ 
national viewpoint. The Unit­ 
ed States was beginn in g to 
forge toward victory in t h e 
war and its course in the af­ 
fairs of the world was charted 
so completely and irrevocably 
that a change in administra­ 
tion could not have made the 
slightest difference. 
The now unique position of 
the presidential balloting with 
relation to the world scene had 
its most emphatic proof when 
the I'nited Nations, presum­ 
ably 
under 
pressure 
from 


President Truman, put away 
any definite action on Paid-- 
tine until after the elections 
are finished. 
This positive action merely 
gave substance and structure 
to a vast multitude of o t h e r 
problems that still are in abey­ 
ance and apparently will 
r e ­ 
main so until the Ameri c a n 
electorate has made its choice. 
All this balancing and hesita­ 
tion blinks the fact that if Mr. 
Truman should be d efe a ted , 
hi* successor will not assume 
office until next January. 
Obviously, a boiling kettle of 


international tea can n o t be 
left untended for the hest part 
of three months before Inaug­ 
uration Day. 
Therefore, the United States 
administration, incumbent o r 
anticipating, will be faced very 
shortly with the need for de­ 
cision on innumerable m a j o r 
Issues over and above the Ber­ 
lin crisis which remains f a r 
from solution. 
One is a peace treaty for Ita­ 
ly and a solution of her colonial 
problem. With Winter descend­ 
ing on Europe, the need for a 
strong and satisfied Italy will 


become increasingly im p o r t­ 
ant as a keystone in the West­ 
ern bulwark against Commun­ 
ism. 
Another is the increa s i n g 
pressure being brought by Gen­ 
eralissimo Francisco Franco 
of Spain and his supporters for 
renewal of full diplomatic rec­ 
ognition by the United States 
and his country’s entry into the 
United Nations and the Mar­ 
shall Plan. 
There is the Western Euro­ 
pean Union, a new concept of 
military, diplomatic and econ­ 


omic alliance of D em ocratic 
nations. 
Its chief sponsors make no 
secret of the fact that its suc­ 
cess or failure—or even of its 
formal creation as a practical 
affair in defense and political 
relationships—depends u p on 
the amount of money and arms 
received from the United States. 
Linked closely with this is 
the so-called North Atlantic 
defense act. designed to bring 
both the U. S. and Canada into 
an agreement bridging 
t h e 
ocean whereby the wes t e r n 
hemisphere will be the arsenal

There are countless others.
